On the theory that chickens do get back to the 
home roost, Los Angeles is just nowT entertaining a 
whole flock of the birds. That, city years ago devised 
the scheme or plan of marking out a “shot.-string” 
strip from the city to San Pedro, just a few feet 
wide, in order to be able to annex San Pedro Itself. 
That was a fine thing for San Pedro, if, it did to 
some extent lose its identity in the greater city. 
The shoe-string idea was new. 
But not patented or copyrighted. Long 
Beach 
has ambitions, and while growing at * tremendous 
pace, it looks to the future. It saw away to north­ 
ward a lot of territory that sooner or later must be­ 
come a part of the solidly built-up district that, will 
reach from the foot of Mt. Lowe to the surf line at 
the beach. But the territory was not ready to go 
into Long Beach. Its owners perhaps thought for a 
while longer they would prefer to pay county rath’er 
than city taxes. But the Long Beachers are resource­ 
ful. 
They remembered the shoe-string arrangem ent 
reaching out from Los Angeles to San Pedro. 
So 
they planned another shoe-string 
extending, far 
north from the Long Beach boundaries, only in­ 
stead of laying it down straight, they curved it until 
it came back to the Long Beach 
municipal 
line, 
completely surrounding thousands of acres of land | 
that will one day furnish homes for many thousands 
of people. 
In other words, Long Beach devised an 
annexation which surrounded a very large tract of 
land with the greatest possibilities, and while it is 
not yet a part of that city, it never can get away into 
any other city, notably Los Angeles. For by no twist 
can it become contiguous to anything 
but 
Long 
Beach. 
, 
Did the Angelenos, with their habit of annexing 
everything from foothills to the sea, squirm? 
Of 
course they did, and they sent a suit into court by 
the injunction route, seeking to prevent the holding 
of the annexation election last P'riday. No\hing stir­ 
ring. A visiting jurist from Imperial County, Judge 
Cole, opined that the court had never seen anything 
like it before, but he could find nothing in the law 
which would justify or authorize the court to inter­ 
fere or make legal faces at the peculiar map that 
was the principal exhibit in the case. 
The injunc­ 
tion was refused, the election was held, the annexa­ 
tion was approved, and Long Beach’s new northern 
district looks very much like a doughnut, with more 
hole than dough. 
Territorially, it increases the ultim ate possi­ 
bilities of the beach city greatly and of course terri­ 
tory means population. The Long Beach people sim­ 
ply adopted the Los Angeles method, with variations. 
It works.
